Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner stated there were four distinct inventions Group I (1-1 1,14- 
31 33 34), Group II (claim 12), Group lll(claim 13) and Group IV (claim 32). Applicant's representative selected group I 
(claims 1-11, 31, 33, and 34), stated that the claims 12, 13, and 32 were unintentially written as independent claims, 
and proposed submitting a pre-amendment to cancel claim 32 and incorporate the limitations of claim 32 into a new 
claim 35, which would be dependent on claim 31. Examiner agreed to have the pre-amendment entered prior to 
examining the application with the elected Group I drawn to claims 1-1 1 , 31 ,33-35.. 
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
